Maysville Loses Another Esteemed Citil 
by Death Last Sight. 



A telegram from authorities at Wash- 
ington notifies United States Marshal 
James of Louisville ' that the office of 
Chief Deputy Marthal in that District 
has been abolished. 

Will Hunter, son of Dr. W. Godfrey 
Hunter. Minister to Guataumala, has held 
the position since the appointment of 
Marshal James. 

It is believed that the abolition of the 
office is simply a means of getting rid of 
Mr. Hunter without wounding too se 
verely the feelings of his father, and that 
another order will be issued in a few 
weeks re establishing the office. 

This done, Mr. James P Wilboit of 
Carter county will become Mr. Hunter's 
essor. and Mr. John Henry Wilson 
of Knox county, who was recently made 
Assistant District Attorney in Kentucky, 
but only served one day when he was 
notified the appointment bad been re- 
voked, will again be appointed. 

The appointment was revoked because 
of the pressure brought to bear by the 
friends of Wilhoit, who was also acandi- 
late for the place.
